I am sorry not to have commented before now on 
your letter E 1077/17 to Mansfield of 13 October about the 
Jordanian request that H.M.G. "recognize" the Arab League 
as a regional organization within the terms of the Unit 
Nations Charter. 

2. I spoke yesterday to Michael Sternpf, the Assistant 
Desk Officer for U.A.R. Affairs in the State Department, and 
outlined to him your preliminary view apd the French attitude 
as described in James's letter 1070/2/65 of 22 October. 

Sterner said that the United States had not received any 
request for "recognition" of the Arab League from the 
Jordanians or anyone else although the U.A.R. Ambassador 
in Washington had asked that the Arab League Information 
Office in the United States should be granted immunity fro 
taxation. Sterner said that the State Department had not 
yet given any consideration towards recognizing the Arab 
League but it was time that they did and he would let me know 
their views in due course. 

3 . I am sending copies of this letter to the Chanceries 
at Paris, Amman, Beirut, Baghdad, Cairo, and Damascus.
